If you have any questions 


regarding social security, I in- 
vite your letters. Just send them 
to Ken Hargis, Social Security 
Administration, P.O. Box 1319, 
Texarkana, Texas 75501. 


Q. I am a construction worker. 
In my trade it is customary to 
work for many different con- 
tractors over a period of years. 
How can I determine if my 
wages have been 
properly 


reported? 


A. 
We are sending you a 


postcard form, "Request 
for 


Earnings Statement." When our 
central 
accounting 
office 


receives the completed form, a 
statement of your earnings 
record will be mailed to you. If 
there is an error in the amount 
reported, get in touch with your 
social security office for further 
action. 


Q. My earnings have always 


been high. Is there a limit on 
how much I can get credit for in 
a year for social security pur- 
poses? 


A. Yes. The maximum which 


could be credited each year was 
$3,000 for 1937- '50; $3,600 for 1951 
- '54; $4,200 for 1955 - '58; $4,800 
for 1959 - '65; $6,600 for 1966 - '67; 
$7,800 for 1968 and up to this time. 


Q. This year I won't earn as 


much as $7,800 from any one 
employer, but my total earnings 
may be twice that much. How is 
that handled? 


A. 
In this case, you will 


receive credit for $7,800. 
However, each of your em- 
ployers is required to report 
wages up to the maximum for 
the year and to remit taxes on 
the amount they pay you. There 
is no adjustment on the em- 
ployer's part of the tax, but next 
year when you file your income 
tax return, you claim an ad- 
justment on the employee's part 
of the tax in excess of the amount 
applicable to the maximum 
earnings which can be credited 
for the year. 


Q. I have saved a pretty good 


little nest egg, and my interest 
and dividends are considerable. 
Will this income have any effect 
on my social security? 


A. None at all. Income of this 


type is capital income and not 
earnings: 
only earnings are 


considered in applying the 
retirement test.

ing Company, occupied Lord 
Clark and executive producer 
Michael Gill over a two-year pe- 
riod and carried them through 
much of Western Europe and to 
the United States. The finished 
product was received with unex- 
pected enthusiasm by British 
audiences and was acquired for 
use here under a grant by an 
American corporation.

Lose 10 to 20 Pounds 
A Year With Walking 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


If you are having a prob- 


lem controlling your weight 
a change in your physical 
activity may help a great 
deal. Fat stores develop be- 
cause you e i t h e r eat—or 
drink—too many calories or 
don't exercise enough. Ex- 
ercise programs and diets 
often fail because they are 
undertaken on a crash basis 
rather than as 
permanent 


living habits. 


If you want to use exer- 


cise to lose fat you don't 
need to work the heart and 
circulation at the high levels 
resulting from jogging, run- 
ning or a number of com- 
f stitive sports. A brisk 30- 
minute walk each day will 
ct'use most average-weight 
people to lose at least 10 
pounds a year—PROVIDED 
they 
don't increase their 


usual calorie intake. If you 
need to lose more fat or lose 
faster, the best approach is 
to increase your 
walking 


time gradually. An hour a 
day can eliminate 20 pounds 
of fat by the end of the year. 


Losing fat by e x e r c i s e 


does not always mean losing 
weight. In fact, you can gain 
weight while losing fat. This 
is why the bathroom scales 
don't tell the whole truth. I 
first learned this by studying 
young, healthy men put to 
bed rest, to find out how 
weightlessness during space 
flight would affect the astro- 
nauts. The explanation 
is 


that one pound of fat tissue 
contains five times as many

calories 
as 
one pound of 


lean muscle. 


Theoretically, if you con- 


verted all the calories in one 
pound of fat to muscle tissue 
you would gain four pounds 
net weight. With inactivity, 
as the calories in muscles 
are converted to fat, you lose 
pounds but not calories. If 
Uve pounds of muscle turns 
to fat you will lose four 
pounds net weight. 


The difference in calories 


in fat and muscle explains 
why so many people who go 
on a combined diet and ex- 
ercise program fail to lose 
weight. The waistline may 
slim and the body become 
firmer— then when they step 
on the scales they are dis- 
appointed to see that they 
haven't lost weight. The best 
way to tell if you are losing 
undesirable fat or not is to 
feel a fold of the skin around 
the waist. Any major fat roll 
under the skin is evidence 
you still have work to do. 


Remember, if your goal is 


to lose ugly and unhealthy 
fat stores, regular exercise 
D A I L Y , even in s m a l l 
amounts, can do the trick— if 
you are patient and stay 
away from the calories. It is 
persistence that counts.

Election Suit 
Dismissed 
by Judge 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A 


suit challenging the constitu- 
tionality of the state general 
election runoff law was dis- 
missed Monday in Circuit Court 
here. 


Judge Tom Digby said the 


law, passed in 1969, did not con- 
flict with the state Constitution. 


The law requires a runoff two 


weeks after the November gen- 
eral election in races for state 
legislative, judicial and execu- 
tive branch positions if no can- 
didate wins a majority of the 
votes. 


The statute was passed be- 


cause of the emergence of the 
American party in Arkansas as 
a third party. Under the law, a 
runoff would be a possibility 
this year if none of the three 
candidates 
for governor 
re- 


ceived more than 50 per cent of 
the vote. 


The three Republican mem- 


bers of the state Election Com- 
mission had filed the suit. The 
six Democratic members were 
named as defendants. Ronald 
May of Little Rock, general 
counsel of the state GOP, said 
Digby's ruling would be ap- 
pealed to the state Supreme 
Court.

card points but they appear 
to be really hard at work. In 
fact it would not be unrea- 
sonable for South to assume 
that he could make 11 tricks 
right in his own hand. 


He opens the bidding with 


a forcing two-club bid. North 
looks at his queen and jack 
and is very happy that his 
partner has a big hand. He 
responds two diamonds. In 
JACOBY MODERN the two- 
diamond response shows 0-3 
points in high cards. It also 
s o l v e s all South's further 
bidding problems. 


South knows that North 


cannot hold an ace. An ace 
is four high-card points and 
North has a n n o u n c e d a 
maximum of three. 


Therefore South closes the 


bidding at four hearts. There 
are other systems that would 
allow South to stop at four 
hearts but Standard Ameri- 
can and some others would 
find South trying four no- 
trump to see about just one 
ace in partner's hand. 


Five hearts isn't really a 


bad c o n t r a c t . South will 
make five-odd if he is able 
to ruff a diamond in dummy 
or if he just runs off all his 
trumps and the opponents 
chuck diamonds. 


However, one o b j e c t of 


bidding is to keep out of that 
never-never-land b e t w e e n 
game and slam. There is no 
extra bonus for bidding five 
hearts but there is quite a 
loss when you bid five and 
make only four. This is one 
time when five d o e s n ' t 
make.

In recent articles we have 


talked about working points. 
In slam bidding it is fine to 
count points as a whole but 
winning players try to deter- 
mine just how hard their 
points are going to work for 


contests for governor, secretary 
of state, treasurer, state audi- 
tor and attorney general shall 
be elected to those offices.

the ruling that the chief objec- 
tive of the state Constitution 
was to impose limitations on 
departments 
of 
government. 


The court said the legislature 
was bound by the constitutional 
limitations, but could provide 
additional or higher conditions 
without violating the constitu- 
tion.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


Senate panel, spurred by testi- 
mony of an alleged nationwide 
guerrilla conspiracy, was urged 
today to act swiftly on bills ena- 
bling federal law enforcement 
against police assassins. 


"Since 1960 close to 600 police- 


men have been murdered in this 
country," said Sen. Harrison A. 
Williams, D-N.J., testifying in 
behalf of his bill allowing the 
FBI to investigate slaying of po- 
licemen or firemen. 


"I^st year there were a 


record number of 86 such mur- 
ders," Williams said in testimo- 
ny prepared for the Senate In- 
ternal Security subcommittee. 


Besides 
Williams, 
Sens. 


Thomas Dodd, D-Conn., Hugh 
Scott, R-Pa., and Richard S. 
Schweiker, R-Pa., were set to 
support their plans to combat 
the problem. Both Williams and 
Scott, the Senate Republican 
leader, are candidates for re- 
election. 


Williams's bill would author- 


ize the FBI to enter the case of 
the murder of a fireman or law 
officer within 24 hours on the as- 
sumption the killer had fled 
across state lines. 


In testimony Tuesday, police 


officials from California, Oma- 
ha, Neb., and New Orleans testi- 
fied they see an emerging pat- 
tern in attacks on policemen 
that show a national conspiracy 
is Involved. 


Capt. Murdock J. Plainer of

At the same time, 
it's hard to imagine anybody 
spending a lifetime—or even a 
7'2-houi- day—stuffing little bits 
of cotton into little green bot- 
tles. 


In older days, the spirit of 


taking pride in one's 
craft 


helped. 


But it is a little tough to imag- 


ine taking a great deal of pride 
in being the world's best dough- 
nut-jelliei-. 


And just how would you judge 


anyway? 


Presumably, whoever puts the 


jelly in the doughnuts uses some 
sort of a pastry stuffing device, 
a thing that looks a bit like the 
clothing casing around some 
types of bologna. Squeeze it and 
blirp! Out plops a blob of jelly 
to be surrounded by doughnut. 


But what sort of standards de- 


termine the great jellier? 


How many doughnuts you can 


do an hour? How much jelly you 
squirt into each doughnut? Or 
how little? Or is it how you hold 
the jellier? Or the finesse with 
which each plop plops? 


Maybe the best criteria would 


be fairness—do you squeeze ex- 
actly the same amount of jelly 
on each doughnut. 


That, at least, would be the 


most help around the house. 


It would avoid all those family 


fights that begin:

ARKADELPHIA, Ark. (AP) 


— Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller 
said Tuesday that Dale Bump- 
ers' "indecisiveness" is causing 
him to lose votes faster than 
Rockefeller is gaining them. 


Rockefeller said that polls 


show the undecided vote has 
grown in the state since the 
Sept. 8 Democratic primary. 


At a time when uncommitted 


voters should be making up 
their minds, Rockefeller said, a 
poll made last week showed 
that Bumpers, the Democratic 
gubernatorial nominee, was los- 
ing votes faster than the gov- 
ernor was gaining them. 


Rockefeller declined to dis- 


cuss the percentages which the 
poll assigned to each candidate 
and to the undecided category. 


Rockefeller 
discussed 
the 


polls in an interview on a cam- 
paign swing through Arkadel- 
phia. He talked to about 350 
students on the Henderson State 
College campus and met with 
Dr. Daniel Grant, president of 
Ouachita Baptist University. 


He also said in his interview 


that he would not be surprised 
if Vice President Spiro T. Ag- 
new tees off on Sen. J. William 
Fulbright when Agnew visits 
Fort Smith Thursday. 


"He (Agnew) is not going to 


disappoint his audience," Rock- 
efeller said. "In Arkansas, what 
would be a good, logical area 
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for him to exercise his rheto- 
ric." 


Rockefeller told the students 


at Henderson that he sometimes 
disagreed with Agnew. Asked 
specifically if he agreed with 
Agnew's positions on campus 
unrest, Rockefeller said, "He's 
made three or four statements 
that I disagree with in terms of 
campus problems." 


Although Rockefeller 
never 


made a specific answer to the 
question, he made it clear that 
he is not as prone to blame stu- 
dents as Agnew is. 


A young black student who 


identified himself as Fred Wat- 
son of Hot Springs challenged 
Rockefeller for saying that he 
would arm National Guardsmen 
sent into riot situations. 


Rockefeller stood his ground 


despite some muttering in the 
crowd. He said he had insisted 
that the Guard be trained in 
riot control and he pointed out 
that not one shot has been fired 
by Guardsmen called out in Ar- 
kansas. 


He said 
Guardsmen 
could 


perform with more restraint if 
they were properly equipped. 


In his speech to the students, 


Rockefeller 
again 
challenged 


Bumpers to get specific about 
issues, and he provided a defi- 
nition of what an issue is. 


"Is the problem the issue, or 


is the solution the issue?" 
Rockefeller asked. "He says he 
will continue to talk about the 
problems. The important thing 
is not to identify the issues by 
how are we going to solve 
them. Some of the solutions he 
has offered are impractical."

Black College 
Enrollments 
Increasing 


CHICAGO (AP) — Major uni- 


versities are draining off some 
quality students from Negro 
schools but presidents of black 
colleges say they still are get- 
ting a lot of good ones—and in- 
creasing enrollments. 


Several 
administrators 
of 


black colleges were interviewed 
Monday at a meeting of the 
United Negro College Fund. The 
organization comprises 36 Ne- 
gro schools which enroll 25 per 
cent of all black students at- 
tending Negro colleges. 


Dr. Norman C. Francis of 


Xavier University in New Or- 
leans said, "The predominantly 
white college is coming along 
with more money than we have 
to attract the black quality stu- 
dent. The only thing I object to 
is not having the dollars to com- 
pete. 


"But the black colleges have 


been left with the harder and 
more expensive job of identi- 
fying the potentially able stu- 
dent and we are better able to 
do it so we keep finding our dia- 
monds in the rough." 


Dr. Luther H. Foster, presi- 


dent of Tuskegee Institute in Al- 
abama, said, "Certainly, 
re- 


cruiting for the quality black 
students is more aggressive but 
there are more black students 
going to college so we are get- 
ting our share of the cream. 


"There is an erroneous as- 


sumption," Foster said, "that 
the prestige schools such as the 
Ivy League schools have every- 
thing for the black student. 
There are many positives in the 
black college in terms of asso- 
ciations, 
environments, 
pro- 


grams and traditions. 


"There are many hidden dis- 


advantages on the white cam- 
puses," he added, "Many of the 
major schools do not provide 
supportive services for the stu- 
dents they recruit from disad- 
vantaged backgrounds." 


Dr. Benjamin F. Payton of 


Benedict College in Columbia, 
S.C., vice 
president 
of 
the 


UNCF, said, "White universities 
are not recruiting the student 
with potential, they are simply 
redistributing the students who 
had been in black colleges. 


"But the competition has not 


caused any black college to lose 
enrollment. In fact, enrollment 
is going up. It increased 500 at 
Benedict in a few years," Pay- 
ton said. 


Dr. Herman Long, president 


of Talledega University, Tal- 
ledega, Ala., and president of 
UNCF, said: "We serve the peo- 
ple who have been written off 
and whose place in society in 
the racial system has been a 
marginal one at best."
